Ponderosa Telephone relies on the California state administrator, Xerox, to recertify
consumer eligibility for the Lifeline program. Ponderosa Telephone understands and believes
that Xerox has procedures in place to recertify consumer eligibility for Lifeline pursuant to the
FCC's rules and regulations. As a result, Ponderosa Telephone relies on Xerox to recertify its
Lifeline customers and some of the numbers Ponderosa Telephone is reporting in Section 2 were
obtained from Xerox and based on Xerox's records, including the numbers identified in Blocks
C, D, K, and L. The numbers for the remaining Blocks in Section 2 are based on Ponderosa
Telephone 's records.
